London Singers Present 

P 



On Monday evening, January 11. 
at Straughn Hall, the London Sing- 

sented under the auspices of Phi Mu 
Alpha Sinfonia. This was the third 
fine concert to be given at Straughn 
Hall this year. The Singers gave a 
beautiful rendition of old songs, bal- 
lads, and "Sea Shanties". ^^BFtrfor- 
tunately the attendance was not 
large but those who were presebt 
were accorded a grreat " treat and 
were extremely enthusiastic in their 
applause. 

The London Singers gave us a type 
of singing not heretofor heard iri 
Mansfield. "Work Songs" as they are 
called, were among our earlier forms 
of music. Much of this music was 
"Polyphonic" and each man sang 
his own tune, whereas, in a modern 
quartet the singers all sing the same 
tune. Another curious fact is that 
in the olden days, in England, pupils 
were taught to sing a scale consider- 
ably higher than our present scale 
and therefor the bass of the London 
Singers did not seem as low as tiie 
bass to which we are accustomed and 
the tenor seemed almost like our sil- 
ver tenor. 

The piano solos were particularly 
melodious and beautiful. Most of 
them were composed before the days 
of Bach and Handel and were there 
for written to be played on a spinet, 
which, accounts for the fact that they 
impressed listeners as being differ- 
ent from the usual type of piano solo 
Moreover, many of the accompani- 



Of these the encore, "Billy My Boy", 
was probably the most popular. These 
w ork soa gs-of^-ttie-saHors ha v e a n-im^ 
known origin but hark back at least 
to the old sailing vessels^ and trips 
around the "Hoirti." The London' 
Sjingersr were exceedingly generous 
in singing these "Shanties" and 
"wwe teall^d back f or at tcit^ tiiNe 

Among the songs most thorousihly 
enjoyed were, in the first group, Old 
English soiigs "Caleno Custureme", 
an Irish melody, and "New Oysters", 
a street cry of the days of Shakes- 
peare, which was sung 1^ the enter- 
tainers with great gusta. The sec-, 
ond group consisted of anonymous 
songs of the 17th century and were, 
for the most part, in French and 
German. Mr. Goss sang these as 
solos and the less linguistic among 
the audience might have appreciated 
them more . fully had the program 
presented the translations. In the 
third group, Leider, the choice is a 
difficult one, though the song tc 
which the audience responded wi.t 
greatest spontaneity was probably' 
Mozart's "Trink-Kanon", a sort of 
round,, most amusing. Of the Chan- 
sons, "Vive les matelots" was para 
cularly deligh|;ful and "Aupres dt 
ma blonde", a song reminiscent of the 
Frewdi soldiers in the World War, 
were sung witb splendid marching 
rhythm. The "Sea Shanties" which 
comprised the closing group have al- 
ready been mentioned.

This means that each man realizes a 
total of one dollar for five hours' ac- 
tual work, or twenty cents per man 
pw hour (Ditch diggers are paid 
thirty-five ^ents per hour).

There were ^ few organizations 
that had not been^ interviewed in the 
organization survey in the last issue 
of The Flashlight. The following 
clabs ctmplete the list: 

German Club ' 

The members of the German Club 
discussed the matter of consolidation 
at a regular meeting and decided that 
they could not favor a merger with 
any other organization. The club is 
very active and offers several ser- 
vices to the school and its own mem- 
bership. The purpose of the GTerman 
Club is to study German civilization 
and culture. . They do this by secur- 
ing speakers for the school, attend- 
ing lectures and preparing papers 
for re^lar meetings. 

The German Club regularly makes 
loans to students. This .^lables stu- 
dents to: comptete 43ieirve^^ at 
the institution. 

The Gerinan Club has an enroll- 
ment of twenty members. They have 
an average attendance of 15 mem- 
bers at each of their twelve meetings 
a year. The dues are 50c a year. 

The French Club

Boiler Foundations 
_ Needed Repairs 



PJxccllerit Work By Staff Prevents 
Disruption of Actimties. 



Durinff the last week in January 
"with number two boiler ^own for a 
sfight repair te the water lihe^ sags 
in the fondation walls between one 
and two and between two and three 
boilers were discovered. On inv^ti- 
ffation it was noticed that the founda- 
tions, constructed many years - ago, 
were made'bf ordinary soft brick core 
walls and that the fire box linings on 
either side of these core walls were 
constructed-«f-«of t brick for two feet 
above the ground before any fire 
bridt Wfi»: niei:- f%«^^^g way -of 
this ordinary soft . briQk':>^a!fter long 
usage alleged the^fire brick to sag^ 

(Although it was known that the 
foundati(ms were old and funds for 
renewal had been" requested for sev- 
eral years, the recent occurrence 
was entirely unavoidable as several 
agencies bad inspected these boilers 
before the start of the school y^r 
and declared them in good condition. 

In making repairs^vejoembers of 
the grounds stafi and irwo masons 
worked every day for almost a week 
from 7 a. m. to 11 p. m. Over six 
thousand bricks were laid. Greatest 
obstacle to the workmen was the heat 
because these boilers were in use 
right up to repair time. 

During the repair time steam was 
furnished with only one boiler. Great 
inconvenience was caused by the sud- 
den arrival <rf the only cold weather 
of the winter which tiecessitatod the 
closing of the Training School and 
the Junior High School on February 
2 and 3, and other slight discomfi- 
ture. Repairs were completed and 
mixch weldfmied. Three boiler power 
heat was xHssun^ed on JPebruary 4th.

of study, to become effective next 
fall, is being consfidered at Mansfield 
State Teacers College, as the result , 
of _JSCQiM]a£i^3atiM i6 submitted re- 
cently by ^e ^^ri^I«^ revision 
Committee of the state board of 
teachers college presidents through 
the "superintendent of publiifiinistruc- 
tion. >^ 

The suggested program is ibased oh , 
two principles: first, that puiblic 
s.2hool teachers should have a broad 
academic and cultural background; 
and second, that they should have a 
complete and effectual command of 
teaching techniques. The ^greater 
their proficiency in sul>ject matter 
and procedure, the greater their ser- 
vice in the classroom. Accordingly, 
the new plan ts~d«slgned to stress 
more strongly the general aspects of 
their training and to pr^ent more 
progressively and— cumulative —^^fd- 
professional sides. 

Among the chaniges advised are the 
preferring of academic 'and cultuiral 
subjects in the earlier pari of the 
course and the withholding of strong- 
ly professional »ubject» until ^e 
atter part. However, enough pro- 
fessional work is recommended dur- 
ing the first half to acquaint stu- 
dents with the fundamental obliga- 
tions and responssdibilities of teach- 
ers, so they can dedde intelligently 
whether they wish to complete the 
course. Then if they choose to con- 
tinue, they are prepared to do so with 
a better general background and a 
fuller understanding _and apprecia-_ 
tion of teaching' than ik umul under 
the present system. 

Also, several new suibjects are to 
be added, including The Place and 
Purposes ^ Education in the Social 
Order, The Underlying Principles 
Governing Art Expressioii, and 
Speech, with particular attention to 
defects and remedial measures. Com- 
ments Dr. Arthur T. Belknap, aot- 
iiig president of the college and mem- 
ber of the state board: "On the 
whole the proposed course of study 
is much more flexible from the stu- 
dent point of view. However, it is in 
no way a liiberal arts course, nor is. It 
intended to serve «i& such. Despite in- 
creased acadraaic^ implications, iV 
aims pnmarily 1«Q||l£]!«ctly at teaep 
er training."

August 21 occurred the death of 
Dr. William R. Straughn, beloved 
president of the school for ^ years.

The act provides tenyre for the 
following professional employees: 
teachers, supervisors, supervising 
principals, principals, directors of 
vocatiwial education, dental hygien- 
ists, visiting teacher's, school secre- 
taries, the selection of whom is on 
basis of merit as determined by eli- 
giljility lists, school nurses who are 
certified as teachers, and^any regular 
full time employee of a school district 
who is duly certified as a teachier. 
- It requires that every teacher be 
given a written contract within 
thirty days after th^ effective date of 
the act. 

Professional employees te^h sub- 
ject to the auUioHty of the boArd 
and its successors and are subject to 
the supervision and authority of the 
properly authorized superintendent. 

Annual compensation must be des- 
ignated in the contract and may be 
increased but not decreased. 

None of the provision.s of the ten- 
ure act may be waived either orally 
or in writing.

lege in 1923. In 1925 he was granted 
an A. M. from New York University, 
and the following year a Ph. D. He 
also holds a law degn:>ee from La 
Salle Extension University, and has 
completed , business and accounting 
course at Pennsylvania Business Col- 
lege and Columbia University. 

In 1909 Dr. Noonan was made high 
school ptinciiMtl in Branc^dale, Pa., 
and in 1910, supervising principal in 
Duncannon. The next three years he 
spent as high schO(J ih^sfrtictor in 
Rah way, N. J. In 1924 he was made 
superintendent^ of schools in Mahanoy 
Tommship, Fa., and in 1935, also 
superintendent of schools in Mahan 
oy City, both of which positions he 
has held up tk^ this time. Also for 
Heveral yaars [Dr. Noonan served as 
extension insti^uctor in education for 
Muhlenberg and Pennsylvania State 
CoU^ and mh summer instructor 
in psychology and pliilo8op)|y at New 
York University.

The election of members to 
these- fraternities is supposedly based on outstanding schol- - 
astic standing in the school, outstanding service and leader- 
ship on the campus, or outstanding ability in the course of; 
study which the student is pursuing. - 

The idea of having honorary fraternities on the. cam-

ADE ADVISES DELAY 

IN FILLING PENNSYLVANIA 
SCHOOL VACANCIES 



Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion Lesto? K. Ade has sent notices 

to all public school boards in Penn- 
sylvania advising them to delay fill- 
ing vacancies resulting from dismis- 
sal notices given to teachers prior tc 
the enactment of iflhe new teachei 
tenure law on April 6. 

In his letter Doctor Ade said in 
part: - 

"We find that there is a diversity 
of opinion as to whether the effect 
of these termination notices is nul- 
lified by the new act. The Depart- 
ment of Justice has not yet given 
an opinion on this issue and for a 
while will delay doing so because ii 
is believed that an opinion will soon 
be forthcoming from some, of . the 
courts clarifying the force and ef 
feet of this section. This Depart- 
ment, therefore, advises' all school 
directors to refrain, for the time be- 
ing, from filling any positions which 
they have undertaken to vacate by 
means of termination notices." 

The greater security of teachers 
under the provisions of the new Ten- 
ure Law will inevitably result in two 
important b^efits to the ciiildren 
and youth of the, Comma nwei^th. 
Doctor Ade said. 

It will encourage teachers to im- 
prove their preparation for continu 
ous service in the classrooms and it, 
will attiact new candidates of supe- 
rior qualities and ialeuta^^Jia^assertcd.

Contracts in effect at the enact- 
ment of this law cannot fie terminat- 
ed except in acemrdwfti ilte «h« i^d^ 
visions of the law. 

The provisions of the act are ef- 
fective at once."^ 

Dr. Doughton reviewed briefly the 
uncertain conditions under which 
teachers formerly worked and cor- 
rupt practices in regard to hiring 
*nd dismissals. In 1929 the Continu- 
ing Contract Law, which called for a 
oixty day notice before dismissal, 
was considered as a distinct advance- 
ment. Many methods of evasion, 
some of them nec«sitated' by t^e de- 
pression have caused the act to lose 
its effectiveness. 

The New Tenure Act, accordinflr to 
Dr. Doughton, may affect the possi- 
bility of immediate jobs, because 
sch(x>l boards may refr^n from hir- 
ing until they have studied minutely 
every aspect of tlie law. But, he

EDIjrpRlAL 
J IACHER f RAENING AT MANSKil^ SmCl 



Seventy-five years is a long time in the life of an indi- 
vidual or of an institution. Only a tiny handful of men and 

" women anywhere can remember what happened in 1362. 
This community then boasted three hundred inhabitants. 
An appropriation of fifteen thousand dollars by the legis- 
lature had enabled the trustees to complete the buildings 
and grounds which were valued at $35,000. Board was 
three dollars a week rooms two dollars a term, fuel three 
dollmrs for the winter term^Jialf that for spring and fall. 
Yearly expenses mounted up the next year from $173.00 to 
$176.00 when one dollar a term was charged for the rent of 
books instead of a penny a book a week. With seven in- 
structors and two hundred and forty-nine pupils the total 

_|niCome camiot have been large. 

The curriculum in the early sixties required in addition 
to "the elementary branches required by law to be taught 
in the public school", Eilementary Algebra, Bookkeeping, 
Physiology, Rhetoric, Geometry, Botany or Geology, Nat- 
ural Philosophy, History and Constitution of the United 
StaiesHE^d lastly Theory and Pra;ctice of Teaching "as much 
as necessary." The second catalog lists a Model School with" 
sixty-six pupils. This was a very advanced step as the old- 
est normal school in the country had not yet been able to 
start a Model School. There were at that » time only nine- 
teen normal schools in the thirteen states which had any. 
Four were in Massachusetts, three in Pennsylvania and 
two in New YorkI 

Certificates were granted after examinations held by a 
boar4 ufaally of three examiners in the presence of the 
^i^^oi^y superintendents from neighboring counti^. The or»^ 
jtoary course was two years but graduation was based on 
examinations rather than length of time in attendance. 
Stil^dents who posses^ at^entraxigelfpe^smiient-certif^ 
granted by a county superintendent could graduate in less 
time but twelve weeks continuous residence seems to have 
been required of all. 

Twenty-five years later the currichiltim was not essen- 
tially changed. Penmanship, Drawing and Vocal Music 
now appear as elementary requirements along with Caesar. 
Expenses have mounted to $189.00 per year with small state 
reliates, fifty cents a week to those over seventeen who 
agree to teach, a dollar a week for disabled veterans or chil- 
dren of soldiers killed in service and fifty dollars on gradu- 
ation for those signing an agreement to teach for two years. 

A new course was adopted by 1910 listing four years of 
work to which admission was by faculty examination, 
r Gradutes of first grade Pennsylvania high schools were ad- 
zi n^^ed^o the third year without examination. Graduates 
of second grade high schools were similarly admitted to the 
second year, and of third grade high schools to the first 
year. Most appear to have been satisfied with two years 
<^ normal worfc-itfterHMktisfying the residence or oUu^wise/ ' 
the entrance requirements. Even just before the world 
war the typical beginning teacher came ~ to the normal 
school direct from a district school or from a shd^ course 
high school, completed some preparatory work continued 
long enough in the normal department to pass examina- 
tions for a certificate and then taught but of course not be- 
fore reachhig the a^ Of eighteen. 

At the present moment the prospective teacher passes 
through twelve years of elementary and secondary school- 
- i n g BXid th e n adds ^^^years^^llegiate teact^ prepara- 
tion before receiving any teaching certificate. The so- 
callei State Standard Limited certificate, a purely tempo- 
rary af^ur, requires three years and does not permanantly 
alter the fact that entering school at six and making regular 
progress one can become a full-fledged teacher at twenty- 
two years of age and not before. The courses taken in col- 
1^ will vary wi^ the certificate desired but must in^ 
elude half a year of acting teaching under supervision in the 
training school. Approximately half the present course 
consists of general background, cultural material and the 
^ther half, including practice teaching, of more str^tiy 
. professional subjects bearing directly on the theory, meth- 
od and art of teaching. The special courses such as Music, 
Home Economics, Arts or Physical Education of necessity 
devote more time to the technique of their own fields with 
consequent :reduction -in tlie genial work. All certificates 



are issued by the State on the basis of a suitable record 
from an institution approved by the State for teacher Dreo- 
aration. x' r 

'Ihe next quarter century is likely to bring greater 
changes than have the quarter centuries behind us Our 
present efforts may seem to others as misplaced as those of 
the generation which wrestled with oil Iamps,and4ndivid«al 
stoves and attempted to learn teaching by applying Meth- 
odology in a Model School. Nothing though can ever be 
finer than the courage and devotion with which a genera- 
tion now entirely vanished undertook to give boys and girls 
a better chance by building up normal schools in which 
teachers eould learn to teach. They live again 
made better by their presence.

Ninety-one elemmitary students 

will be named as candidates for 
State Standard Limited Certificates 
at Chapet,^TKursday, May 20. These 
certificattes will anable the bearer 
to teach for three years in the ele- 
mentary grides . in the Cmnmon- 
wealth of Pennsylvania. To have 
them renewed at their termination, 
twelve additional seinester hours of 
work must be accredited to them in 
the Elementary Curriculum. Any 
teacher holding a Limited Certifi- 
cate should not hesitate in further- 
ing his formal education, but should 
continue work for a degree as rap- 
idly as possible for his own security. 

Only students entering before 
Jutiiary 1, 19^, can secure Limited 
Certificates after two years of train- 
ing. With Uiat date the minimum of 
elementary training jcequired wiis in- 
craased to ^upm yaars. The j^ear 



1937 marks considerable increase in 
the teaching profession; not only has 
minimum training been increased 
bwt^e have also th^ Tenure Act and 
a law aiding in the cons<^idatiion of 
rural schools. It is now only a, mat- 
ter of limited time ^en' required el- 
ementary training will be increased 
to four y^ars, and following thia 
there is no doubt that conferring q€ 
Life Certificates will soon be ahoA- 
ished. Opportunity will surely favor 
those who realise that their best 
plan is to obtain a degree and con- 
tinue to improve their qualifications 
for teaching.

gone into the process of maldiig the 
College outstanding al<Hig tSe musi- 

cal front. — : 

In 1862 Mansfield State Normal 
School was founded. Unlike many 
of the institutions of this kind, pro- 
vision was made for a course in mu- 
sic since the school first opened. It 
was not until 1927, when Mansfield 
became a State Teachers College 
that she was given authority to 
grant a degree of Bachelor of 

— Sdffltoce in ' Eduea^^, Mom© Ec- 
onomics and Music. 

In the beginning, the instruction 
in music, both instrumental and vo- 
• cal, was in the hands of one instruQ- 

- tor. When Hamlin E. Cogswell came 
here as Director of Mu^c in 1877, 
the first iattempt was made to or- 
ganize the work on the conservatory 

« plan, with special teachers at the 
head of the several departments. 
Mr. Cogswell became Director of the 
Conservatory in 1888 with a faculty 
of six instructors In 1921 Dr. Hol- 
lis Dann became State Director of 
lltffi^ in Pennsylvania. In this 
same year a three-year course was 
established which was continued un- 
til the four year, course leading to 
the Degree of Bachelor of Science 
in Public School Music was inaugur- 
ated. 

In 1921, Mrs. Grace E. Steadman, 
Director of Music at State Teachers 

College, Kearney, Nebraska, was ap- 
pointed Director of Music Education 
at Mansfield by Dr. Dann. The 
present course of study was develop- 
ed by the Stete Committee oh Music 
iI^i3®ii6ftri^^"^B^oii of ^^i^ffiF Mrs. 

St^hibooan was the chainnan. The 
— d€?vel<»p ment of the Music Depart- 
ment- was-^^rea^y- -Mded by-^tiie ac- 
tive cooperation of Dr. William R. 
Straughn. 

A new course (oi st^dy, to be ef- 
fective next year, was adopted at 
Harrisburg in February. Its many 
—advantages ^to-^e Music Supervisor 
are very apparent. The apprecia- 
tion of Art, the added hours of con- 
ducting, and Educational Psychol- 
ogy, to mention a few of the changes, 
strengthen to a great degree the 
needs of the Music Supervisor. 

Besides the curricular activities, 
the college can boast of many musi- 
cal organizations, such • as a Sym- 
phony Orchestra of 52 pieces, under 
the very capable direction of Dr. 
Will George Butler, who has done 
r- SO much in shaping this organiza- 
tion into , a highly recognized posi- 
~ tion, a Second Orchestra, the Concert 
Band of 50 pieces with Mr. Myers 
as its very able, director, a Second 
Band, a mixed chorus and a Vested ( 
Choir. This year the Music Super- 
visors' Glufa, wh ich com priSBS the 
entire department, held monthly 
meetings, at which times programs 
were given bv faculty members and 
students. All in all, Mansfield of-

!eady4or To-night 



Ready for ita premiere at Mans- 
field State Teachers College at 8:00 
p. m. Wednesday, May 19, is "The 
Student Prince", heralded as the 
"biggest and best" musical show in 
the history of the school. A second 
performcmce is scheduled for the 
same hour Saturday, JVIay 22. 

First produced at Jolson's Theatre, 
New York City, in 1924, and later 
revived in all parts of the world, 
"The Student Prince", based on the 
play "Old Heidelburg", is the work 
of Ddrothy .Donelly, well known 
American ' libr^tist, and Sigmund 
Romberg, celebrated German-Hung- 
arian composer, also responsible for 
"6lossom Time" and "My Maryland" 
presented at the college previously, 
ajid "Maytime". now being shown 
on the screen. 

The action, divided into a pro- 
logue and four acts, centers around 
Heidelburg University, Austria, 
about 1860. Here Prince Karl falls 
in love with Kathie, waitress at a 
tavern, cmly to be called away tc 
court, to assume the crown and the 
affairs of state. The events which 
eiisue make "The Student Prince" 
one of tjie most dramatic, as well as 
tuneful operettas in the modern re- 
pertoire. In the score are songs 
which are familiar and beloved the 
world over, among them "Deep in 
Mv Heart", the "Serwiade" and the 
"Drinking Song". 

However, despite its tuneful score, 
"The Student Prinee" is extremely 
difficult to perform, requiring the 
services of approximately thirty 
singing characters and an unusual- 
ly large male chorus. Not until this 
year has Mrs. Grace E. Steadman, 
head of the music department and 
director of the show, had the neces- 



sary talent; and evien so, two 
months have been npeai ill pn^ar»- 
tion and practice. 

In the Mansfield production, Ev- 
elyn Kresge, who served as Barbara 
Freitche in "My Maryland" last year, 
plays the part of Kathie, Herbert 
WiUiuite tiie part of Prince Karl. 
Supporting them are Byron Clark, 
Ruth Feig, Louise Feltoh, Robert 
Fied, Joseph Fink, Bernard Ger- 
rity, Robert Johns, (Margaret Kelly, 
Robert Lauver, Arthur Redner, 
Sidney Rosbach, and Delbert Vos- 
burg, a male chorus of forty, a 
mixed Citasm M ^X^, atid a special 
orchestra. 

Eugene Loughran is the accom- 
panist and Prof. Loren Warren is 
the concertmeister. Coaching the 
choruses are Betty Fizell, Beatrice 
McNitt, Mr. Clark, and Mr. Fink. 
Drilling the dancing is Mrs. Mar- 
garet Steadman. Prof. Myers is the 
stage manager, and Prof. Irving 
Chatterton and Prof. Henry Olson 
are looking after the make-up. R. 
Wilson Ross, former member of the 
music faculty, will play seiveral or- 
gan selections. 

The staging, also, has been ex- 
tremely difficult to manage. The 
costumes, historically correct and of 
exquisite workmanship, are insured 
at between three and four thousand 
dollars. The scenery and lighting 
scheme, worked out according to 
Broadway r^^pkif^tions are like- 
wise elaborate and costly. In every 
way the intent has been to make 
"The Student Prince" the outstand- 
ing musical show in the history of 
the school, and the result is a pro 
duction which should^ ptHse the 
most exacting critic.

Mr. Dill was first brought to tht 
attention of the ^School Assembly 
Service through hia work at t^en- 
tury of Progress at Chicago". Dur- 
ing the summer of 1933 he was thert 
as a; r^res^tative of the almost 
vanished guild of "hand throwing 
potters, and turned his wheel anu 
isAd the story^ of pottery making tc 
jmiUioiis. 

In his work here he used clay ol 
the kind demanded by all practicing 
potters, kneaded and mixed to the 
proper consistracy, explaining the 
reason of every process to his aud- 
ience as he went along, and theii 
placed it on the wheel ready to be 
turned. ^ Sometimes he announceo 
what the finished product would be 

As a part of the program Mr. 
Dill described the circumstances un- 
der which he first learned the pot- 
ter's trade. He was bound out as 
an apprentice at an early age, serv- 
ed seven year's appreniicesnip ano 
th&a. became a jouirneyman pottier 
He compared this with the presen> 
industrial system, and showed how 
pottery making was one of the lasi 
of the trades to bow before the on- 
slaught of the machine. 

Mr. Dill's demonstration was ver> 
instructpe as well as interesting.

The Mantoux test for tuberculosis 
has been administered to 390 stu- 
dents of the Mansfield State Teach- 
ers College. Arrangements have 
been made to give it to ten more be- 
fore the close of the smester. 38 
members of the faculty and office 
force and 30 of the kitchen help 
have also taken tlie test. This makes 
a total of 443 to whom thcf test has 
been administered. 

Of this number approximately 
12.9% were positive. This means 
that either the person in question 
who was positive has a healed tuber- 
culin lesion, or that he has a tuber- 
culosis organism in his body that is 
producing no symptoms, <» that he 
has active tuberculosis. 

This week it is plann^ to tAke 
x-rays of all positive cases and thus 
to detennine definitely into ,which 
one of these classes those wit^ posi- 
tive reactions will come. 

We at Mansfield surely apreciate 
the splendid cooperation Of the De- 
partment of Health and also the 
splendid interest and cooperation of 
the students, for Mansfield made one 
of the best showings of any of the 
state teachers colleges, having not 
only a lower percent!^ of positive 
reactions but also one of the larg- 
est ^rcentages of students examin- 
ed. 

Now we know that the test is ab- 
sol utely charmless, it _ ia„ hoped that 
every senior and freshman rasd year 
will take advantage of this test, and 
thus lessen, as the years go on, by 
the " incidents of tub e reu tesls ntft 
only in this school but also in the 
homes from which _ our students 
come.

Periodically the problem of censorship of the Flash- 
light t^ecomes an £ictive topic and this year the problem has 
arisen among the students with unusual interest. Always 
the feeling that the Flashlight is censored too strictly to 
be a real student paper is the result of lack of knowledge of 
just wherein the paper is censored and for what reasons. 
There are two instances where the average student thinks 
that censorship is^ used. 

Th^ first case is that of the student who wants to cirit- 
icize the faculty, the administration or State Govern- 
ment. If an editor should allow such an instance to arise 
then censorship should take place. Mansfield is a state in- 
stitution; governed by state laws and supported by public 
funds, Most of us would not be in school if we had to pay 
the whole price of our college education. Criticism in this 
situation on the part of the students is ill-considered.

~ leto of publishinie: items of a personal nature. Often in an- 
swer to the query, ' What would you like i^j the Flashlight?" 
is "More dirt" or ''Gofcsip'^ or other words to that effect. 
The genei-al attitude seems to be— "Let the Flashlight ped- 
dle otir gossip and well get thelsenefit, but not the f^^- 
cussions. Let the Flashlight Board get the 'bawling out', 
^th^t's what^hey'rejforZi what we sometimes thiid£, 

too. 

The average student thinks that this restriction of 
personal items is due to censorship and therein he is wrong. 
Gossip, etc., is not censored in this paper. The reason there 
is not more of it is because it is cheap and therefore tends 
•,to cheapen the. paper. When too much of this material Is 
published the Flashlight ceases to be an accurate mirror of 
student activity and life at Mansfield.

Unusual Australia 

Strange, that is, strange to us, 
plants and animals of Australia 
fu rn i shed,^ subject for Div^amee 
Marshall's illustrated lecture in 
Assembly October nineteenth. The 
first part of ^ i«ture, however, 
was not given to this subject, but 
dealt with social conditions of his 
country. The most interesting points 
in this part of the discussion were 
the facts that the strike is outlawed 
in Australia- and that the govern- 
ment supports any children in excess 
of two that a family may have. An- 
other statement which should have 
aroused interest was that teachers 
are a part of Civil Service. 

The flora and fauna of Australia 
as shown by Dr. Marshall's slides 
are very different than those of 
other continents. The native ani- 
mals are marsupials even to the ti- 
gei s, tats and mice. The birds are in 
the main brilliantly colored and have 
many strange and beautiful shapes. 
By reason of their bright colors and 
beautiful patterns, the flowers of 
Australia are surpassed by no others 
in the world. The species of plants 
ahd animals of Australia as shown 
by Dr. Marshall are much more 
numerous and varied than is gen«f-^ 
ally recognzed. Too, often, the only 
Australian animal that people know 
about is the kangaroo while there 
are actually 350 different kinds of 
animals native to the continent and 
its surrounding islands. '

WIVES AS TEACHERS 

PRAISED AT FORUM 



Dr. A. F. Myers Deplores Keeping 
Women Out of Posts in Schools. 



A plea for a greater number oi 
lAarried women as teachers was mad, 
November 12, 1937, by Dr Alonzo F. 
Myers Professor of Education from 
New York University, at an all-day 
conferonce on teacher education, held 
under the sponsorship of the Coopera- 
tive Schiool for Teaiehers, New York 
City. 

Prfessor Myers i dec lared- that a 
married teacher is more stable and 
better adjusted emotionally than an 
'Cmmarried one 

"Marriage should constitute an ex- 
ceedingly important part in the qual- 
ifications of teaching," said Piofes- 
por Myers. "If women are to be de- 
nied the right to marry, we will get 
an unfavorably selected group in the 
teaching profession. A sympathetic 
understording will come . best when 
you have children of your own. I op- 
pose any laws or policies dis Eliminat- 
ing against married teachers. In 
fact, marriage should almoi^ be look 
ed upon as a requirement for a teach- 
ing license." 

Dr. Randolph B. Smith, executive 
secretary of the Cooperative School 
for Teachers, declared that the teach-
